Heap-Quarrees, District or Uvran, 
Great Sart Crry, 
October 27, 1863. 


Coronet: I have the honor to inform 
the Department Commander that I 
have just returned from Camp Connor, 
Idaho Territory, where, in ‘connection 
with Governor Doty, Acting Superin- 
tendent of Indian Affairs, a final treaty 
of peace was concluded with the last 
remaining band of the Shoshone Indi- 
ans, and that, on the 12th inst., another 
treaty was made in Toocle valley by 
the Deputy Superintendent and an 
officer of my staff, acting for Governor 
Doty and myself, with some two hun- 
dred and fifty of the Goshute tribe, 
lately hostile. With the satisfactory 
conclusion of these treaties, I have 
the honor to report the settlement of 
the terms of peace with all the In- 
dians within this Military District, 
from the Snake River on the north to 
the lower settlements of Utah, and 
from the Rocky Mountains on the east 
to Reese River on the west, a region 
heretofore constantly -infested by 
roving bands of savages, and deso- 
lated by their horrid barbarities ‘on 
passing emigrants for a long series of 
years. For the first time in the his- 
tory of the country it may now be 
truly anuounced that the great emi- 
grant roads through the Territory may 
be safely traversed by single persons 
without danger to life or property or 
fear of molestation by Indians. 

In my recent trip to the north I met 
single persons traveling to and from 
the Bannack and Boise mines, through 
a region of country never before tray- 
ersed except in strong parties of from 
fifteen to twenty-five, well armed, and 
in constant danger of massacre. 


Ihave the pleasure, therefore, to 
report that, through the indomitable 
bravery, activity, and willingly en- 
dured hardships of the California col- 
umn under my command, the Indian 
country within this District is freed 
from hostile savages, and travel 
through it by unarmed persons,, emi- 
grants, miners, or others, is perfectly 
safe, and exempt from the dangers 
heretofore besetting them on every 
hand. 

That this happy state of affairs will 
continue I have every reason to be- 
lieve, as the Indians, one and all, with 
whom I have come in contact, are evi- 
dently seriously inclined to peace in

A. Ward to Our Readers. 

Well, we've “ got it’’—and like Artemus’ 
himself, we acknowledge we've “ got it bad.’. 
Talk about 40 Bronchitises, or 15 measles. 
Why they ain’t a circumstance. With about 
1.999 others—for there were fully 2,000 folks 
in the Theater, Monday night, when the “ cele” 
brated young Ainerican humorist ”’ beld forth 
-—with about 1,999 grown folks and a score 
or two of babies, we went, we saw, we were 
“ konkered.”? We held our breath at first, 
then our sides, and destroyed two bandana 
handkerchiefs, of gorgeous hues and finest 
texture, in the vain attempt to smother—not 
mirth, not laughter, not cachinnation—but 
emuvtion, such as “ we ne’er felt before.” But 
what’s the use of trying to describe Artemus’ 
effort, which was no effort atail; it, they, 
things, jokes, wit, fun, pathos-~—what shall we 
call it, a theme ’—came rolling out of him 
just as easy as if he was used to it, or them, 
But then he deserves no especial credit, be- 
cause, as Micauber used to say, every body 
makes an effort, even his dear wife made an 
effort. But Artemus don’t do anything of the 
kind. As we were saying, what’s the use of 
trying to describe that Lecture. ‘“ Lecture,” 
indeed! “Now, by all the Gods at once,” 
that’s a joke. It wasn’t a lecture ; it wasn’t 
a story ; nor a discourse ; nor aught else like 
anything in the “ heavens above. in the earth 
beneath, or in the waters under the earth.’ 
It was a nondescript, perhaps, more like Bar- 
nuin’s “Whatisit’’ than anything we know of. 
These are some of the reasons why we don't 
uttempt to describe—it couldn’t be criticised— 
Ward's Lecture. But we have other reasons. 
First. we don’t know where to take hold of it, 
lest like an eel it would squirm out of our 
grasp. Second, it would be dangerous, for it 
bristled all over with sharp points, and like a 
Mississippi cat-fish, would be unmanageable. 
Third, we couldn’t please anybody. If we 
should say it was good, the shades of lecturers 
from Aristotle and Cicero down to Ed. Ever- 
ett, John Gough and that most shadowy of all 
of them—dead or alive—Ralph Waldo Emer- 
‘son, would disturb our nightly dreams. If 
we said it was bad, we would tickle Artemus 
immensely. If we called him a “humbug” 
we would but repeat his own declaration and 
quote from his own announcement. He revels 
in the idea that he out-humbugs all bumbugs 
the world ever saw. If we said it was a 
‘sell’? we would be confessing ourselves sold, 
and that we won’t do to please anybody: 
Fourth—and “that remind us”’ in the halcyon 
days of California. when “good fellows’’ were 
trumps (ve left shortly afterwards) we had a 
“benevolent” society classically known as the 
E Clamp sus Vitus. It was a terrific institu- 
tion, and the mysteries which surrounded its 
ceremonies, created the liveliest furor. There 
‘were no dread oaths of secresy. but after a 
fellow once went in he was never known to, 
admit that he belonged, nor wonld he divulge 
anieta of the installation doings. His cue 
was te get his next friend in, and it was in- 
tensely “satisfactory’’—-but we have an indis- 
tinct netion that somebody was badly sold. 
Now we don’t mean to acknoweldge anything, 
but we are not going to tell what Artemus 
said or did, dest soiue sensitive cuss might 
hesitate about going to hear him-—and then, 
we would have the advantage of that chap— 
er he of as, which would amount to the same 
thing. One cannot fully appreciate Ward, 
unless be hears him—and if after one hears 
him, he does appreeiage him its allright. We 
say nothing. 

Of course, thus far we have only spoken of 
the fumay part ef the “Lecture”—the little 
episodes wherein he wrung in, now and then, 
a joke. But leaving that for all to enjoy, who 
heard, or whe shall hear Artemus, we turn 
with pleasure te the selid substance of the 
Discourse-—the “Babes in the woods.” Here 
we discovered running threngh the narra- 
tive an almost impereeptible thread of the 

most touching pathos. As a descriptive 
jeciurer, Ward exeels, as was evidenced 
by his bright word paiating of the homely 


cut where “they” (the folks) were born, | 


the bright fields where he reveled in the 


wantonness of childhood, the village school 
house and its charming inmates, the scenes of 
youth and the gambols onthe green. This 
was charming, but when he came to the trials, 
the hardships, the sufferings of the little in- 
nocents in the wood, their wanderings up and 
down the earth, the tear unbidden would 
start from the moisted lid, and wrapt in won- 
der at his eloquence, the heart would throb for 
the little darlings, spite of ali we could do. 
The final triumph of virtue, in the release 
and redemption of the “Babes” hada deep 
moral ir. it, which we had not looked for 
from a professedly humorous lecturer. 
Notwithstanding the convulsive laughter of 
the entire audience, (which we could no more 
understand than the lecturer himself) we trust 
they will lay up for after reflection the stern 
moral truths which he so impassively gave 
them, when he reverted to his subject. Asa 
lecturer, Mr. Ward is prone to fly off from his 
subject like water from an overshot wheel, 
but he always comes back to it. and “reasons 
ina circle.’ If he would-only strike out 
from his pathetic discoufse the jokes with 
which he intersperses it to raise a laugh from 
the more thoughtless, and to a certain extent 
destroying the connection ; if be would confine 
himself to the simple and glorious narrative 
which he so eloquently tells about the little 
darlings, his lecture might, perhaps, be 
shorter, but would be more highly interest- 
ing. Knowing his proclivity for flying off at 
a tangent, he had on the table before him, 
four or five slips of paper, to which he now 
and then recurred, as if they were notes. We 
have examined these notes, in private, and 
find they are covered all over with these 
vords.:: “The Babes in the Woods,” “Tbe 
Babes in the Woods,’ “The Babes in the 
Woods,’ a bundred times repeated. They 
serve to recall the lecturer to his subject, 
whenever he finds himself rambling—which 
occurred several times during the evening. 
His main “goak ”’ evidently referred to New 
England, but its immediate bearing on the 
subject was not distinctly apparent, except by 
indirection. While describing the gloom of 
the dark forests in which his “Babes ’’ were 
cast in so unaccountable a manner, his mind 
wandered back, no doubt, to the dense timber 
of his native wooden State. In this view, so 
unpardonable a jeke could only be excused, 
not justified while treating of such a subject. 
But it is needless for us togoon. The Lec- 
ture is one of the most pathetic in the whole 
range of modern literature, and yet at times 
the pathos, as we have intimated, is varied by 
a bumorous. and once-in-a-while, rather ludi- 
crous joke, by way of illustration. We doubt 
if we have conveyed an intelligible idea as to 
the characteristics of the lecture on Monday 
night; but as most everybody hereabouts 
was present, they can judge for themselves. 
And as to folks over in Denver, and farther 
East, they can pay their dollar when Artemus 
gets over their way, and then, if they want to, 
write a more accurate account. We are com- 
pelled, however, to admit that some of Ward’s 
jokes and slaps were very good——we do this 
the more readily, because bis audience langh- 
ed consumedly, and brought down the house 
very often with applause. For instance his 
*“goak” on Prof. Simmons, struck us as 
being inexpressibly funny. His raps at 
the follies of fashion, and his quiet allu- 
sions to army contractors—not very per- 
tinent to his subject, perhaps—--were caustic 
and laughable. We enjoyed them highly. 
But we were unable to see the point of his 
malicious satire on the public press ; can’t 
understand why the Pit and the Dress Circle 
and the Galleries should roar when he grossly 
slandered editors by intimating that they 
sometimes vary from the truth, and cther sim. 
ilarly savage and uncalled for innuen4does. 
which were not at all pertinent to the subject 
matter in hand. After the lecture we called 
on Prof. Simmons, and he agrees entirely with 
us, except that he thinks it was a pretty good 
thing on the papers; but that joke about him, 
he pronounces asa “bloody shame” and a 
“blaasted b-outrage.’’ He’s indignant, “the 
naughty man.” We since heard a wood con- 
tractor object to his satire on army contrac- 
tors! It is astonishing that a fellow never can 


see the point of a joke, when he’s the butt of| asleep. The guerrillas then burned: 


it. But we must stop ; we can’t tell all our’ 


experience at once. If Artemus had left out 

s sarcasm on the press, we might have said 

t his lecture was good, fanny, heavenly, 

eloquent, either one, or all, as it is. we must 

pronounce A. Ward a bumbug*t-a sell—a tra- 

ducer—and we are glad the people all 
laughed at him. He deserved it. 

In conclusion, we are requested to say, that 
it is not true that he intends returning to this 
city early in the Spring, te explain the “point” 
of one of his jokes, or resuming the interestin 


narrative of the “Babes.‘’

THAT “LECTURE.” 
A. Ward to Our Readers. 

Well, we've “ got it”’—and like Artemus’ 
himself, we acknowledge we've * got it bad.’. 
Talk about 40 Bronchitises, or 15 measles. 
Why they ain’t a circumstance. With about 
1,999 others—for there were fully 2,000 folks 
in the Theater, Monday night, when the “ cele” 
brated young American humorist ’’ held forth 
-—with about 1,999 grown folks and a score 
or two of babies, we went, we saw, we were 
« konkered.’”? We held our breath at first, 
then our sides, and destroyed two bandana 
handkerchiefs, of gorgeous hues and finest 
texture, in the vain attempt to smother—not 
mirth, not laughter, not cachinnation—but 
emution, such as “ we ne’er felt before.” But 
what’s the use of trying to describe Artemus’ 
effort, which was no effort at all; it, they, 
things, jokes, wit, fun, pathos-—what shall we 
call it, a theme ?-—came rolling out of him 
just as easy as if he was used to it, or them, 
But then he deserves no especial credit, be- 
cause, as Micauber used to say, every body 
makes an effort, even his dear wife made an 
effort. But Artemus don’t do anything of the 
kind. As we were saying, what’s the use of 
trying to describe that Lecture. ‘“ Lecture,” 
indeed! “Now, by all the Gods at once,” 
that’s a joke. It wasn’t a lecture ; it wasn’t 
a story ; nor a discourse ; nor aught else like 
anytbing in the “ heavens above. in the earth 
beneath, or in the waters under the earth.’’ 
It was a nondescript, perhaps, more like Bar- 
num’s “Whatisit’’ than anything we know of. 
These are some of the reasons why we don’t 
uttempt to describe—it couldn’t be criticised— 
Ward's Lecture. But we other reasons. 
First. we don’t know where to take hold of it, 
lest like an eel it would squirm out of our 
grasp. Second, it would be dangerous, for it 
bristled all over with sharp points, and like a 
Mississippi cat-fish, would be unmanageable. 
Third, we couldn’t please anybody. If we 
should say it was good, the shades of lecturers 
from Aristotle and Cicero down to Ed. Ever- 
ett, John Gough and that most shadowy of all 
of them——dead or alive—Ralph Waldo Emer- 
son, would disturb our nightly dreams. If 
we said it was bad, we would tickle Artemus 
immensely. If we called him a “humbug” 
we would but repeat his own declaration and 
quote from his own announcement. He revels 
in the idea that he out-humbugs all bumbugs 
the world ever saw. If we said it was a 
“sell”? we would be confessing ourselves sold, 
and that we won’t do to please anybody: 
Fourth—and “that remind us’’ in the halcyon 
days of California, when “good fellows’’ were 
trumps (we left shortly afterwards) we had a 
“benevolent” society classically known as the 
E Clamp sus Vitus. It was a terrific institu- 
tion, and the mysteries which surrounded its 
ceremonies, created the liveliest furor. There 
~were no dread oaths of secresy. but after a 
fedlow once wentin he was never known to 
admit that he belonged, nor wonld he divulge 
an ieta of the installation doings. His cue 
was te get his next friend in, and it was in- 
tensely “satisfactory’’—-but we have an indis- 
tinct netion that somebody was badly sold. 
Now we don’t mean to acknoweldge anything, 
but we are not going to tell what Artemus 
said or did, dest soiwe sensitive cuss might 
hesitate about going to hear him-—and then, 
we would have the advantage of that chap— 
or he of as, which would amount to the same 
thing. One cannot fully appreciate Ward, 
unless he hears him—and if after one hears 
him, he does appreeiate him its allright. We 
say nothing. 

Of course, thus far we have only spoken of 
the fumay part ef the “Lecture”—the little 
episodes wherein he wrang in, now and then, 
a joke. But leaving that for all to enjoy, who 
heard, er whe shall hear Artemus, we turn 
with pleasure te the solid substance of the 
Discourse-—the “Babes in the woods.” Here 
we discovered running threngh the narra- 
tive an almost impereeptible thread of the 
most touching pathos. As a descriptive 
jecturer, Ward excels, as was evidenced 
by his bright word paiating of the homely 
cut where “they” (the folks) were born, 


|v. bright fields where he reveled in the 


ntofiness of childhood, the village school 
i| house ahdits charming inmates, the scenes of 
youth andthe gambols onthe greet. This 
was charming, but when he came to the trials, 
the bardsbips, the sufferings of the little in- 
nocents in the wood, their wanderings up and 
down the earth, the tear unbidden would 
start from the moisted lid, and wrapt in won- 
der at his efoquence, the heart wowld throb for 
the litthe darlings, spite of a we could do. 
The final triumph of virtue, in the release 
and redemption of the “Babes ” had a deep 
moral ir. it, which we had not looked for 
from a professedly humorous lecturer. 
Notwithstanding the convulsive laughter of 
the entire audience, (which we could no more 
understand than the lecturer himself) we trust 
they will.lay up for after reflection the stern 
moral truths which he so impassively gave 
them, when he reverted to his subject. Asa 
lecturer, Mr. Ward is prone to fly off from his 
subject like water from an overshot wheel, 
but he always comes back to it, and “reasons 
ina circle.” If he would-only strike out 
from his pathetic discourse the jokes with 
which he intersperses it to raise a laugh from 
the more thoughtless, and to a certain extent 
destroying the connection ; if be would confine 
himself to the simple and glorious narrative 
which he so eloquently tells about the little 
darlings, his lecture might, perhaps, be 
shorter, but would be more highly interest- 
ing. Knowing his proclivity for flying off at 
a tangent, he had on the table before him, 
four or five slips of paper, to which he now 
and then recurred, as if they were notes. We 
have examined these notes, in private, and 
find they are covered all over with these 
vords.: “The Babes in the Woods,” “Tbe 
Babes in the Woods,’ “The Babes in the 
Woods,’ a bundred times repeated. They 
serve to recall the lecturer to his subject, 
whenever he finds himself rambling—which 
occurred several times during the evening. 
His main “goak ”’ evidently referred to New 
England, but its immediate bearing on the 
subject was not distinctly apparent, except by 
indirection. While describing the gloom of 
the dark forests in which his “Babes ’”’ were 
cast in so unaccountable a manner, his mind 
wandered back, no doubt, to the dense timber 
of his native wooden State. In this view, so 
unpardonable a joke could only be excused, 
not justified while treating of such a subject. 
But it is needless for us to goon. The Lec- 
ture is one of the most pathetic in the whole 
range of modern literature, and yet at times 
the pathos, as we have intimated, is varied by 
a humorous. and once-in-a-while, rather ludi- 
crous joke, by way of illustration. We doubt 
if we have conveyed an intelligible idea as to 
the churacteristics of the lecture on Monday 
night; but as most everybody hereabouts 
was present, they can judge for themselves. 
And as to folks over in Denver, and farther 
East, they can pay their dollar when Artemus 
gets over their way, and then, if they want to, 
write a more accurate account. We are com- 
pelled, however, to admit that some of Ward’s 
jokes and slaps were very good—we do this 
the more readily, because bis audience langh- 
ed consumedly, and brought down the house 
ih often with applause. For instance his 
“goak” on Prof. Simmons, struck us as 
being inexpressibly funny. His raps at 
the follies of fashion, and his quiet allu- 
sions to army contractors—not very per- 
tinent to his subject, perhaps——were caustic 
and laughable. We enjoyed them highly. 
But we were unable to see the point of his 
malicious satire on the public press; can’t 
understand why the Pit and the Dress Circle 
and the Galleries should roar when he grossly 


slandered editors by intimating that they | 


sometimes vary from the truth, and cther sim. 
ilarly savage and uncalled for innuen4oes. 
which were not at all pertinent to the subject 
matter in hand. After the lecture we called 
on Prof. Simmons, and he agrees entirely with 
us, except that he thinks it was a pretty good 
thing on the papers; but. that joke about him, 
he pronounces asa “bloody shame” and a 
“blaasted h-outrage.’’ He’s indignant, “the 
naughty man.” We since heard a wood con- 
tractor object to his satire on army contrac- 
tors! It is astonishing that a fellow never can

it. But we must ; we can’t tell all our’ 
experience at once. If Artemus had left out’ 
s sarcasm on the press, we might have sald 
t his lecture was ‘good, fanny, heavenly, 
eloquent, either one, or all, as it is. we must 
| pronounce A. Ward a bumbug*t-a sell—-a tra- 
ducer—and we are glad the people all 
laughed at him. He deserved it. 

In conclusion, we are. requested to say, that 
it is not true that he intends returning to this 
city early in the Spring, te explain the “point” 
of one of his jokes, or resuming the interesting 
narrative of the “Babes.‘

Thivt y-first. rebel iron-clad stea- 
mers Chicora and Palmetto State, ac- 
companied by three small steamers, 
made an attack on the blockading 
fleet off Charleston ; the gunboat Mer- 
cedita was pierced ty a shot, which 
exploded her, boiler. The Keystone 
State was fired into:; Commander Stel- 
wagen, believing that the Mercedita 
was sinking, sent a boat to one of the 
rebel rams, offering to surrender, but 
the rebels did not take possession of 
the ship, and shortly afterwards they 
returned to Charleston. Three men 
of: the Mercedita were killed, and of 
the Keystone State twenty-three killed 
and seventeen wounded ; both ships 
remained and were afterwards repair- 
ed. Beauregard issued a proclama- 
tion in consequence of this “ victory,” 
announcing that two United States 
gunboats were sunk and the rest dri- 
ven off, and that the -blockade of 
Charleston; was raised. The rebel
